“Raising $38 million to date, is a remarkable feat 
as restrictions over the past two years imposed by the

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Riverside Man | 
Gets 20 Years for 
Killing Girltriend | 
in Front of 
Daughter, 6

_ Riverside man was sentenced April 26 to 20 

. Ayears to life in prison after recently admit- 

ting to killing his 45-year-old girlfriend in front 
of her 9-year-old daughter two years ago. 

Suffolk County Court Judge Anthony Senft 


sentenced Bayron Fajardo-Gonzalez, who 


pleaded guilty on March 28 to second-degree 
murder after a grand jury indicted him for fatal- 

_ly stabbing Tania Fox. He has been held without 
bail since his arrest. 

“This pain we are still carrying,” Elizabeth 
Fox, the victim’s sister, told Dan’s Papers. “It has 
torn the family apart.” 

Prosecutors have said the 34-year-old man, 
who is not the child’s father, attacked the victim 
after she had arrived at the couple’s Ludlam Av- 
enue residence with her daughter following an 
argument shortly after 11 p.m. on August 20, 
2020. 

The victim and her daughter locked them- 
selves in the child’s bedroom to avoid Fajardo- 
Gonzalez, who went outside and broke a window 


to the child’s bedroom, chasing the mother and 


_ child upstairs to a small attic, authorities said. 

Fajardo-Gonzalez then found the victim and 
stabbed Fox multiple times in the chest while 
her daughter was standing next to her, prosecu- 
tors said. 

“Tmagine a woman holding on toa man who's 
killing her so her child can get away, ” the vic- 
tim’s sister said. 

The child escaped the attic and called 911, as 
did a tenant in the residence, while the victim 
could be heard screaming in the background, 
_ authorities said. Southampton Town Police said 
responding officers found Fajardo-Gonzalez 
walking down the stairs from the attic covered 
in the victim’s blood. He admitted: he stabbed 
Fox, prosecutors said. The victim was taken 
to Peconic Bay Medical Center in Riverhead, 
where she was pronounced dead. 

“This defendant brutally terrorized and mur- 
dered the innocent victim in front of her terri- 


fied daughter,” Suffolk County District Attorney 


Raymond Tierney said. “Today's outcome can- 
not change that. However, it does ensure that 
the defendant will serve a significant sentence 


and will be called to account for his’ lath ape ; 


actions.” 
Fajardo-Gonzalez’s attorney could not .be 
reached for comment.

to News Roe v. Wade 
May Be Overturned

ews that the U.S. Supreme Court may overturn 

the half-century-old landmark verdict guar- 
anteeing women’s abortion rights sent shockwaves 
across the nation, including on the East End, where 
local leaders’ opinions varied. New York State and 
congressional lawmakers proposed legislation con- 
firming abortion rights after a draft opinion leaked 
to Politico suggested on May 2 that the high court 
could be poised to overturn the landmark 1973 Roe 
v. Wade case — although Twin Forks area lawmakers 
appear split on backing such a measure. 

“Here in New York, we must stand vigilant i in the 
face of this ill-considered decision and reaffirm that 
access to abortions remains protected by the 2019 
Reproductive Health Act passed by the Legislature,” 
said Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. (I-Sag Har- 


bor). “Through this time of uncertainty, the need for 


bold and decisive action has never been more appar- 


ent and urgent. I call on our partners in are to 


codify abortion rights for all.” 
A decision to overrule Roe v. Wade would lead to

abortion bans in roughly half the states and could 
have huge ramifications for this year’s elections. But 
it’s unclear if the draft represents the court’s final 
word on the matter — opinions often change in ways 


i big and small in the drafting process. U.S. Senate 


Majority Leader Chuck Schumer (D-NY) said if it 
stands the Senate will vote on legislation to uphold 
women’s access to abortions. 

Avoiding a question on how he would vote was 
pro-life U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the con- 
gressman who represents the East End and ‘is the 
Republican gubernatorial nominee seeking to un- 
seat Gov. Kathy Hochul, a Democrat who said she 
supports affirming aborting rights. 

“The unprecedented leak that came out of the U.S. 
Supreme Court is very concerning and needs to be 
investigated,” Zeldin said, commenting on the leak 
itself but not the proposal. “Accountability must 
follow.” 

Democratic candidates running for the seat Zeldin 
is vacating said they would-back such a measure, af- 
firming abortion rights, if the ruling holds and an 
abortion bill comes up for a vote. 

Suffolk County Legislator Kara Hahn (D-Se- 
tauket) said, “We must fight for the young women 
of today and tomorrow — for their bodily autonomy, 


constitutional rights, and safety.” 


The East End’s two other state lawmakers, Assem- 
blywoman Jodi Giglio (R-Riverhead) and Anthony 
Palumbo (R-New Suffolk), did not immediately re- 
spond to requests for comment.

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The Legends of I] Capuccino

| bagetpet< legends are told about many restaurants 
in the Hamptons. One is Il Capuccino on Madison 
Street in Sag Harbor. One time I accidentally came to 
own it for a while. Another time, a legal matter over 
Il Capuccino resulted in the throwing out of all zon- 
ing laws in Sag Harbor for a year. Still another time, 
when part of it was an antique shop, a whole 
school of bluefish came crashing down on 
the building’s roof during a rainstorm. 
And did you ever notice that the front en- 
trance to the restaurant faces out on the 
alley rather than the street? What was that 
all about? 

Let’s start with why the entrance to II Ca- 

puccino is on the alley. As I remember, in 1969, 
a man named Anthony, who owned the building, de- 
cided to close up his antique shop and reopen it as an 
Italian restaurant. He told me at the time, for I was a 
young man trying to sell him advertising for my new 
Dan's Papers, “I can make a plate of spaghetti and 
meatballs for 17 cents a serving.” 

He had a grand opening with the main entrance 
facing out onto Madison Street. After the opening, 
many neighbors objected to the restaurant. There 
had never been a restaurant on Madison Street. The 
hustle-bustle of people coming and going was disturb- 
ing everyone's peace and quiet. And the whole block 
smelled like garlic. 

One neighbor discovered an unusual law on the Sag 
Harbor books. Just next door to Anthony’s was the big 
Episcopalian church. This law said you could not serve 
alcohol within 50 feet of the entrance to a church. The 
restaurant was within 50 feet. 

The authorities shut him down. And Anthony mea- 
sured the distance from the church entrance to his 
front door. It was 44 feet 6 inches. 

But as he extended the measuring tape further — to 
the far corner of his building — the distance was 50 
feet 11 inches. So he moved the front door to the alley. 

The neighbors, considering this a bunch of balo- 
ney, then filed a lawsuit against Anthony. And the 
village joined as another plaintiff in the suit. Let a 
judge decide. 

One day Anthony’s lawyer discovered something in- 
credible. All the zoning laws in Sag Harbor, which had 
been voted into existence 13 years earlier, had never 
been sent to the state for their approval. Put simply, 
the village never filed the paperwork. As a result, all 
the zoning laws in the Village of Sag Harbor were il- 
legal. Anthony asked that his case be thrown out. 

Now the village might have just quickly filed that 
paperwork. That would have been that. But the village 
was stubborn, Instead, they filed a rebuttal saying the 


laws. were legal without paper- 
work with the state. A month 
later, the judge threw out all the 
village’s zoning laws. As a result, 
in January 1970, a huge boom of 
construction began without re- 
gard for setbacks or height limits 
or anything else. 
Homes were built right 
up against a neighbor's 
property line. Among 
the other things built 
that year was the Bay 

Burger drive-thru on 
the Sag Harbor Turn- 
pike. (Most recently Ed’s 

Lobster Bar.) 

The building frenzy ended 
in December when the village 
came to its senses and filed the 
paperwork.. So ended’ the great 
construction surge of 1970 in Sag 
Harbor. 

Also, the judge ruled Antho- 
ny’s entrance on the alley legal. 
So that’s why you enter from the 
alley. 

About five years later, Anthony 
sold his restaurant in Sag Harbor 
and moved Anthony’s to Main Street in East Hampton 
at The Hedges Inn by Town Pond. He retained owner- 
ship of his Sag Harbor building though. There, a new 
Italian chef reopened a smaller version of the old An- 
thony’s with a new name: I] Capuccino. And a part of 
it became an antique shop. 

That year, 1975, this person — I will call him Tony 
— bought a $350 advertisement in Dan’s Papers for 
the summer. But when the end of summer came, he 
didn’t pay me. He said no problem, come back next 
month. But when I came back, he said he'd need an- 
other month. I politely tried again over and over. Still 
no money. This went on for a year. Each time he was 
very polite about it. He just didn’t have the money that 
month. But finally, I told him if the payment was not 
forthcoming in the next two weeks, I'd have to take 
him to small claims court in East Hampton. He said 
that wouldn't be necessary. Well, it was. 

On the court date, I showed up, but he didn’t. As a 
result, the judge awarded me a default judgement. The 
judge explained if Tony didn’t pay, the sheriff would 
auction off the place standing on his front door steps. 

After that, I kind of forgot about the date of the auc- 
tion. But then, one morning at 10 a.m., I got a call from 
the sheriff. He was at the restaurant, Tony wasn’t there 
and nobody else was there. But if I'd be willing to make

a bid, he'd accept the entire restaurant for $350. I said 
yes. : : = 
And that’s how I got to own I Capuccino. 

What does an owner do? One day, I went down to 
my restaurant to inspect it. I observed the Chianti 
bottles hanging down from the ceiling, the checkered 
tablecloths, the candlelights. I went in the kitchen 
and inspected the ovens, the friers and other kitchen 
equipment, then went to the cash register.

Redistricting Redo: East End Maps 
To Be Revised After Court Ruling

ew York State’s top court tossed recently re- 

drawn congressional district: maps, ruling that 
lawmakers illegally gerrymandered lines to favor 
Democrats — invalidating plans to stretch the East 
End’s district boundaries into Nassau County. 

The state Court of Appeals ruling also applied to 
the redistricting of state Senate district lines, push- 
ing the primary for those two races from June 28 to 
August 23. It is unclear if an ensuing challenge to the 
state Assembly lines may result in a similar resched- 
uling, but the Democratic and Republican guberna- 
torial primaries will stick with the original date. 

“This is excellent news for the people of New York 
and yet another -big-time defeat for (Gov.) Kathy 
Hochul and her Democrat allies,” said U.S. Rep. Lee 


Zeldin (R-Shirley), the East End congressman and 
GOP nominee facing several primary challenges in 
his bid to unseat the Democratic governor on Elec- 
tion Day. 

The decision is a blow to Democrats’ chances of 
maintaining a majority in Congress. Republicans 
are widely seen as favored to flip the U.S. House of 
Representatives majority in this fall’s congressional 
elections, enabling them to block much of Demo- 
cratic President Joe Biden’s agenda for the remain- 
ing two years of his first term. Democrats had hoped 
the aggressive New York map would offset Republi- 
can gains in’states such as Texas and Florida, where 
Republican-controlled legislatures approved their 
own partisan maps as part of the once-a-decade 
redistricting process that follows the decennial U.S. 
Census. 


“The enactment of the congressional and Senate 
maps by the Legislature was procedurally unconsti- 
tutional,” the justices ruled in a 4-3 decision. “And 
the congressional map is also substantively uncon- 
stitutional as drawn with impermissible partisan 
purpose, leaving the state without constitutional 
district lines for use in the 2022 primary and gen- 
eral elections.” 

The court reasoned that Democratic leaders in 
Albany lacked the authority to redraw congressional 
and state Senate maps after the state Independent 
Redistricting Commission charged with crafting 
new maps failed to reach a consensus. The Appeals 
Court handed authority to draw new district maps to 
an expert, known as a special court master — Carn- 
egie Mellon University fellow Jonathan Cervas — in- 
stead of the Legislature. The court ordered the new 
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maps be ready by May 20.

as state appeals judges found, it is too late to draft 
new ones. The plaintiffs pointed to a federal court 
order from 10 years ago that set New York’s congres- 
sional primaries on the fourth Tuesday in June, in 
order to make sure military and overseas voters had 
ample time to receive and return mail ballots. 

“New York’s decision to wait several more weeks 
before adopting a new congressional plan as its fed- 
erally mandated June 28 primary rapidly approach- 
es is untenable,” the lawsuit says. “The state has an 
obligation to redistrict in a timely manner. Since it 
has failed to do so, this court must act.” 

The plaintiffs were represented by Democratic at- 
torney Marc Elias, who has pursued lawsuits over 
redistricting maps in other states. Former Con- 
gressman Jon Faso, who has been advising GOP 
voters in their lawsuits, called the filing the latest 
in a series of “desperate actions taken by Democrats 
seeking to preserve their unconstitutional gerry- 


mander of congressional and legislative districts in 
New York State.” 

Lawyers for the state’s Board of Elections had 
been reviewing whether the 2012 court order refer- 
enced in the lawsuit would necessitate approval bya 
federal judge of any shift in the primary date. That 
order, written when state politicians couldn’t agree 
on when to hold the Congressional primary, didn’t 
rule out an August date as long as there was federal 
judicial approval. 

“This decision by no means precludes New York 
from reconciling their differences and selecting a 
different date, so long as the new date fully com- 
plies” with federal voting law, the order reads. “The 
court fully recognizes that a permanent primary 
date is best left to New York, but has acted as it must 
to preserve federally protected voting rights.”

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Bernie Madoff’s Former Montauk Home 


Once Again on the Market 


THE FORMER HOME OF BERNIE AND RUTH MADOFF IS AGAIN ON THE MARKET.

he Montauk home Bernie Madoff once owned 
has been listed for sale, again, this time for 
$22.5 million. 

Tim Davis of The Corcoran Group and Cody 
Vichensky of Bespoke have the co-exclusive on 
the property at 216 Montauk eye which they 
listed earlier this month. 

Madoff, who was serving a 150-year federal 
prison sentence for running the largest Ponzi 
scheme in history, died a year ago on April 14, 
2021, at the age of 82. He had been jailed 11 years. 

The federal government seized the bungalow- 
style Montauk home after Madoff’s $65 
billion investment scam was revealed 
in December of 2008. While Madoff 
was on house arrest in his Manhat- 
tan penthouse for six months he 
never again went back to his seaside 
home. 

In 2009, Steven Roth, a real estate 
investor and the founder of Vornado 
Realty Trust, the largest commercial 
landlord in New York City, and his wife, 
theater producer Daryl Roth, bought the property 
for $9.41 million, $660,000 more than the ask- 
ing price. The proceeds from the sale went into

a victim compensation fund to bring some relief 
to the 24,000 people who lost money in Madoff’ s 
long-term scam. 

Since then, the Roths updated the 3,000-square- 
foot home, hich Forbes once quoted a realtor 
as saying was “a 1980s dump set in a fabulous 
location.” 

The home sits on a 1.5-acre property with 180 
feet of beach frontage and panoramic views of the 
Atlantic Ocean. The house is situated within 150 
feet of the beach, something that is no longer al- 
lowed under current zoning laws. The property is 


located just west of downtown Montauk, not far 


from Gurney’s Montauk Resort & Seawater Spa. 
The Roths hired Thierry Despont, the 


for Bill Gates and Oscar de la Renta, 
to oversee the extensive renovation. 
He eliminated the 1980s-feel of 
the home that was still there when 
Madoff and his wife, Ruth, got the 
keys in 1982. The Madoffs bought 

the property two years earlier for 
$250,000.

Due to the debilitating nature of Alzheimer’s 
and related forms of dementia on your loved one's ability to make sound financial 
decisions, the sooner you can get financial matters in order the better. 


Here are four important steps to take: 


#1 - Look for signs of unusual financial activity 

Discrepancies involving money can often be among the early signs of cognitive 
challenges for an individual. Red flags may include difficulty paying a proper amount for 
an item, leaving bills unpaid or making out-of-the-ordinary purchases. If you observe 
signs of a loss in judgment related to financial matters, additional action may be required. 


#2 - Identify and designate a power of attorney 

Many people are reluctant to hand control over of their personal finances. It's important to have an honest discussion with 
your loved one and help them appreciate the importance of having somebody in a position to look out for their interests. 
Most important is to identify somebody who can be considered a trusted surrogate to help manage day-to-day money 
matters when that becomes necessary. An individual should be designated as financial power-of-attorney, authorized to 
sign checks, pay bills and help keep an eye on the affected person's finances. The person designated with power-of-attor- 
ney can ease into the role, only assuming full control when it becomes absolutely necessary as the person receiving the 
diagnosis loses capacity to make rational decisions. 


#3 - Make sure proper documentation is in place 

An individual needs to be considered competent to complete or update legal paperwork such as wills, trusts and other 
estate planning documents. This should include an advanced health care directive that will indicate the levels of care that 
should be followed if health deteriorates. Also check beneficiary designations on any retirement and financial accounts as 
well as life insurance policies. With all relevant documentation, be sure the information and named beneficiaries are 
up-to-date and that proper processes are followed. Check with an estate planning attorney for help. 


#4 - Assess costs of care and how it will be covered 

A top priority is to determine a strategy for how your loved one will be cared for, particularly if their cognitive abilities 
should deteriorate over time. Will specialized care be required, either in the home or in a nursing or assisted living facility? 
If So, are there resources or long-term care insurance policies in place to help deal with those costs? This will greatly 
affect any decisions on a care strategy. Talk to an elder law attorney about trusts that can be-established to provide for 
care for the disabled individual while still protecting the family's assets. 


Be proactive in your approach 

Waiting too long to address financial considerations after an Alzheimer’s diagnosis can compound an already stressful and 
emotional time. Take steps to get on top of the situation as soon as you are aware that it could be a problem. Even 
establishing a plan for addressing these issues before a form of dementia is firmly diagnosed makes sense. Consult with 
your financial advisor for guidance on how to manage these challenging times.

More New Works 
This Weekend

Cy" actor, one piano and an entire 
cast of colorful characters set 
aboard the sinking Titanic. Sounds 


like a wild, must-see production, - 


right? Well, it’s only one of four in- 
process shows being debuted at Bay 
Street Theater this weekend, as part 
of the 8th annual Title Wave: 2022 
New Works Festival. 

This will be Bay Street’s first in- 
person New Works Festival in three 
years, and as such, they’re pulling 
out. all the stops. “We really wanted 
to make it special, to make it the most 
spectacular festival we’ve done yet, 
and to make it really representative 
of the broad range of theater and the 
broad range of voices out there work- 
ing today,” Artistic Director Scott 
Schwartz says. After the open sub- 
mission process brought in 600 sub- 
missions from around the country, 
the Bay Street team narrowed their 
picks down to the final four projects 
that will receive staged readings: two 
plays and two musicals, a first for the 
festival. 

Jumping out of order a bit, the Sat- 
urday night show, May 7 at 8 p.m., is 
the insane highwire act that is One 
Man Titanic. The one-man musi- 
cal features music by Joe Kinosian, 
lyrics by Kellen Blair and a book by 
Scott Rothman. As fate would have 
it, this reading marks a reunion for 
Kinosian and Blair, whose two-man 
musical Murder for Two received 
an early reading at Bay Street in 
2010 and would later become an 
Off-Broadway hit directed by Scott 
Schwartz before he had joined Bay 
Street, he recalls, adding that their 
latest show is bursting with “wild, 
zany theatricality.” 

Rothman remembers _ -recently 
joining forces with Kinosian and 
Blair for a production that unfortu- 
nately fell through, and not wanting 


to give up on a potential collabora- 
tion. “We thought our sensibilities 
were very similar, and we started 


getting on the phone once every 


week or so to discuss possible things 
to collaborate on,” Rothman says. 
The trio was determined to come up 
with a “one-man highwire act” that 


would have audiences questioning, 


“Can he pull it off?” 


Themes surrounding The Wizard. 


of Oz and World War II were tossed 
around then tossed out as the trio 
developed the dramatic undercur- 
rent of their one-man tour de force. 
“We realized-slowly as the thing went 
along that there was some other rea- 
son why he was forced to do all of 
this alone when there should’ve been 


20, 30 other actors with him,” Roth- 
man says, adding that it was when 


the idea of a Titanic musical came 
about. “It seemed thematically like 
it could have more heft. We thought 
that the (one-man musical) idea 
would be funny, but we thought once 


_we came up with the Titanic idea. 


that there was an emotional weight 
to that, particularly the famous band 


going down with the ship, and that 


we could. say something about the 


‘importance of art in the face of great 


tragedy.” 

Loosely based on the original his- 
tory of the Titanic — no Jack or Rose 
here — One Man Titanic will see 
Kinosian become each of the ship’s 
five bandmembers, as well as various 
crew and passengers, as he acts and 
sings every line of the show. “It’s a 
real incredible feat to watch him pull 
this thing off,” Rothman shares. 

The .staged reading at Bay Street 
will be the first time One Man Titanic 
will be seen “on its feet in any form” 
beyond basic Zoom readings, and 
the trio is excited to get it in front of 
audience — a sentiment likely shared 
by each New Works Festival play- 
wright. “For us, it’s all about seeing

what’s cabins and what isn’t, aiid 
it'd be great just to feel out the audi- 
ence, see what they think and gauge 
their response,” Rothman adds. 


The New Works Festival’s other, 


musical, Madeline Myers’ Double 
Helix, will kick off the festival on 
Friday, May 6 at 8 p.m. Featuring 
sweeping music, the show offers a 
deep dive into the “really dramatic, 
kind of cutthroat scientific race that 
happened in-the 1950s when scien- 
tists all around the world were all 
trying to discover the structure of 
DNA,” says Schwartz, who will di- 
rect the staged reading.” The belief 
was, correctly, that that was going to 
change the world and be a discovery 
that was unparalleled in the history 
of science ... 
covered it would get great acclaim 
and become legendary.” 


Unfortunately for the brilliant 
Jewish scientist Rosalind Franklin 


who was the first person to photo- 
graph the structure of DNA with an 
X-ray, that fame would be snatched 


away from her by James Watson and* 


Francis Crick who used her find- 


ings, without credit, to win the No- 


bel Prize. The show — which stars 


‘Samantha Massell as Franklin and 


Aaron Lazar as her research assis- 


tant Jacques Mering — delves into 


Franklin’s suspenseful story, as well 
as her fascinating character as she 
tries to balance work, life gas ro- 
mance. 

On Saturday, May - at 2 p. m., audi- 
ences will be treated to a reading of 
Atacama by Augusto Federico Ama- 
dor. The play takes place 30 years 
after the Chilean wars waged by the 
General Pinochet regime and follows 
two strangers, a mother and a father, 
as they search the shifting sands for 
their buried children, only to discov- 
er truths darker than they could’ve 


and that whoever dis-- 


‘imagined. 


“It’s about the relationship that 
these two parents form,” Schwartz 
says. “It’s about the world of Chile at 
that time, and it’s about life and par- 
enting. It has this wonderful magical 
realism property.” 

Finally, on Mother’s Day, Sanaey 
at 3 p.m., Zero State by Oregon sex 
therapist Allison Moon tells a grip- 
ping science fiction story about a 
neuroscientist who develops a way 
to transfer one’s consciousness into 
another’s brain. She uses her revo- 
lutionary consciousness transferal 
technology to enter her late hus- 
band’s brain, where she discovers the

knew best — their marriage, intimate 
life and extramarital affairs, come to 
light in the most uncomfortable way. 

“It’s fun, it’s surprising, and we are 
saying that this is a ‘for adults’ play,” 
Schwartz says, explaining that while 
the staged reading isn’t graphic, the 


‘themes explored are intended for 


more mature audiences. 

As is tradition, each staged read- 
ing in the annual New Works Festi- 
val will be followed by an audience 
talkback with the playwrights, where 


_audiences can share their thoughts 
_ on the in-process productions. And 
with such a diverse range of theatri- 


cal genres and themes being present- 


_ed in-person for the first time since 


the pandemic began, there’s sure to . 


be lots to talk about. 
In light of this, Schwartz adds that 


Bay Street wanted to “come back — 


with a bang.”. It certainly looks like 
they have. :

Karyn Mannix Talks ‘17 Women’ 
& Juried Art Fair in East Hampton

ast Hampton artist and dealer 


Karyn Mannix, of Karyn Man- 
nix Contemporary, has stepped in to 
fill the big shoes left behind by Vito 
Sisti, the unofficial mayor of Springs 
and longtime facilitator of Ashawagh 
Hall art exhibitions who died at just 
51 years old back in 2013. As part of 
those duties, Mannix has taken on 
this year’s Annual Women’s Show, 
which returns with 17 Women for 
Mother's Day weekend in Sisti’s 
memory. 

The exhibition is just one of many 
projects for Mannix, who is also fill- 
ing spots for Hamptons Iconic Artist 
’ Marketplace, her debut “Art in the 
Park”-style juried fine art fair coming 
to East Hampton’s Herrick Park in 
early August. 

On view for two days only, the 17 
Women show opens at Ashawagh 
. Hall in Springs (780 Springs Fire- 
place Road) this Saturday, May 7 
_ from 11 a.m.—7 p.m. with a special

Mannix points out that this is her 
second year organizing the Annual 
Women’s Show, which Sisti ran until 
his death — a loss that left a gaping 
hole in the community he supported. 

“He’s very important, like a lot of 


‘other people. He might not be Jack- 


son Pollock-important, but he’s very 
important to the community,” Man- 


nix says of her predecessor. “Last — 


year was the first year I took it over, 
and I picked the artists he had used 
previously,” she adds, noting that 


she wanted to bring in new artists ’ 


alongside the local favorites this year, 
in keeping with Sisti’s way of doing 
things. “He always liked to change 
it up a bit, sol brought in a few new 
artists who have never shown at 
Ashawagh Hall, believe it or not. 
Some new faces,” Mannix says. 

“It should: be an interesting show. 


.They’re all a little bit different from _ 


one another, so it should be really 


interesting,” she continues, noting © 


each artist has been allotted 12 feet 
of space, where they will show three 
to five works of art. “So it’s going to 
be a lot of pieces,” Mannix adds. “It’s 
about women and celebrating women 
on Mother’s Day weekend.” 

Among the newbies, Mannix names 
Barbara Bilotta, Donna Corvi, Geor- 
gia Suter, Joyce Kubat and Kristin 
Ryan Shea, as well as Rosa Hanna 
Scott and Teresa Lawler who are 
new to the show but not to the area. 
“They've never shown with Vito. 
They’re all new coming in. It’s a lot of 
people,” Mannix adds, noting that she 
had been aware of all the artists in 
the show, and some, like Corvi, have 
exhibited work in other exhibitions 
she produces, including her popular 
annual Love & Passion show, which 
moved to Ashawagh Hall in 2020. 

Mannix ran her own gallery at a 
few different locations over the years, 
but she eventually realized the ben- 
efit of dealing art without the burden 
of an expensive permanent space

— a fact that’s especially true in the 
Hamptons. 

“I’ve been at four different spaces 
out here; they’re way too expensive, 
and I do not have the attention span,” 
Mannix says. “I travel too much. I 


travel all over selling art. For my 


personality, I need to be freer. I can’t 
have a gallery. I can’t sit there. That’s 
why I don’t have one,” she continues, 
painting a grim picture when it comes 
to gallery profitability. “Your rents are 
$8,000 and you have to double that 
in sales to even make your rent. And 
we're not talking insurance and ev- 
erything else — and your time. I had 
galleries and they were just money 
losers. They just took too much ener- 
gy,” Mannix says. “I don’t like owning 
a space. I'll do pop-ups. I'll go to Palm 
Springs and do art shows, and then 
here I'll pop up and do this women’s 
show and art fairs.” 

She’s not the first, nor will she-be 
the last Hamptons gallerist to endure 
this struggle and try something more 
flexible. The scene is also quite dif- 
ficult for all but the most successful 
artists, which is how Mannix began 
working on Hamptons Iconic Art- 
ist Marketplace, taking place August 
6-7, from 10 a.m.—5 p.m. at Herrick 
Park in East Hampton. 

“T decided to start an artists’ market 
where collectors buy directly from the 
artists. So I cut out the middle man, 
which oddly enough is me,” she says, 
explaining that artists will represent 
their own work and no galleries or 
dealers will be invited to show. And 


entrants will be accepted or turned 
away based on a three-person jury so 
only quality work will make it to each 
of the 48 available 10’ x 10’ tented ven- 
dor stands. 

Jurors: include Guild Hall curator 
Christina Mossaides Strassfield; in- 
dependent curator, lecturer, critic and 
artist Janet Goleas; and ARTHOUSE. 
NYC curator and “event McGyver” 
Susannah Perlman. 

To participate, artists must apply, 
with a fee, and anyone who’s accepted 
will then rent and manage their own 
space. “It’s an Art in the Park, just an 
upscale one,” Mannix says. “It just 
happens to be in the middle of East 
Hampton Village, which is a like 
small miracle in itself. I’m surprised I 
got the permit. I was shocked.” 

Now that the permit is officially in 
place, Mannix is starting to spread 
the word and, hopefully, applications 
will begin pouring in. “I’m just going 
to make a go of it,” she says, pointing 
out that Hamptons Iconic Artist Mar- 
ketplace will offer fine art only, and 
no crafts. “It’s going to be fine art, 
were not going to have someone who 
makes aprons, not that that’s a bad 
thing. ... It’s not craft. It’s fine art. ... 
That’s why I have jurors.” 

And as for this weekend’s 17 Wom- 
en show, she says, “This is just art 
and women, that’s what this show is 
about.”

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Something to Wine About: 
Sannino Vineyard 2019 
Spotlight Petit Verdot — 


BY LINDA DELMONICO 
PRUSSEN 


f petit verdot was an actor, it 

would usually be relegated to 
a supporting role in an ensemble 
production. of a Bordeaux or a 
Bordeaux-style wine. There are 
instances, however, where the 
varietal is given center stage 
and a chance to shine. Sannino 
Vineyard’s 2019 Spotlight Petit 
Verdot is a perfect example of 
a stunning petit verdot finally 
starring in its own production. 

The wine is actually 90% petit 
verdot and 10% cabernet sau- 
vignon and a most luscious ex- 
ample of petit verdot. It’s silky 
smooth, with soft, full, round 
tannins. Notes of ripe cherry 
and mocha on the nose and pal- 


ate make for a truly decadent 
petit verdot. 

The wine is partially. ferment- 
ed in oak. According to wine- 
maker Anthony Sannino, “The 
short period of fermentation 
time (approximately two weeks) 
is usually in neutral vessels like 
steel, but with the petit verdot, I 
did use a large format barrel to 
ferment a small portion, but all 
of the wine is then aged in vari- 
ous barrels.” The wine is aged 
for 24 months before bottling. 

Sannino says, “The wine was 
aged in 40% new French oak, 
40% 1-, 2-, 3-year-old French 


oak, and the balance 20% neu- 


tral French and Hungarian oak.” 
He adds, “This is the approach I 
take with most of my red wines.” 

Interesting to note, Hungarian 


oak barrels have been used for 
winemaking for centuries — in 
Hungary. But the last few years, 
there’s been a surge in Hungar- 
ian oak barrels being used in 
wine regions all over the world. 


California buys a large percent- 


age of the Hungarian oak barrels 
produced, but the barrels can 
also. be found in South Africa, 
Italy and France —. and, obvi- 
ously, New York. According to 
research, Hungarian oak gives 
wine a lovely soft texture. 

This wine retails for $40. Pic- 
tured is the 2015 vintage. The 
2019 vintage was sampled.

Ann Liguori on Golf: 


Corey Pavin’s 4-Wood Heard Round the Hamptons _ 


BY ANN LIGUORI 


Rowe I caught up with a pro 
olfer, a “blast from the past” 


who made an undeniable mark on golf 
lore on the East End. Golfers should 
remember Corey Pavin, who stole the 
show at the 1995 U.S. Open at Shin- 
necock when he hit a four-wood on 
the 72nd hole from 228 yards away, 
which landed five feet from the hole. 
He missed the putt for birdie 
there but at even par for the 
championship, Pavin beat 
Greg Norman by two shots - 
and Tom Lehman by three, 
to win his first and only 

major championship. 

- After Pavin was hitting the 
four wood, broadcaster Johnny 
Miller announced, “Watch out for this 
one. This is the shot of his life.” When 
the shot settled so close to the hole, 
Pavin raised his arms in triumph, 
walked back, gave the four-wood to 
his caddy and then squatted down to 
collect himself. 

“That was the first time I really 
showed emotion during the day,” re- 
calls Pavin. “And I know now that I 
should probably have prayed, ‘Help 
me make this putt, because then, 
unfortunately, I didn’t make the putt. 
But I didn’t need it, as it turned out, I 
still ended up winning by two. But it 


would’ve been nice to make it because 
that would’ve really clinched it at that 
point. But I was just trying to relax, 
just trying to calm myself down, and 
because I knew the walk up to the 
green was going to be pretty emotion- 
al, as well.” 

Pavin, standing 5’9” tall and weigh- 
ing approximately 145 pounds, was 
a welterweight among heavyweights 
in his prime. “I don’t think I’m a wel- 
terweight anymore,” Pavin says 
with a smile. “I think I’m 
more of a middleweight. 
What I like to think is the

way. I’m not trying to emu- 
late anybody. I’m just try- 
ing to play within my own 
ability. I love curving the ball 

and hitting shots. The creativity of the 
game is really fun for me. There are 
only a few people, it seems like, that 
do that now on the regular tour. But 
the game evolves, it changes, and I 
try to evolve and change as much as 
I can with equipment, and length of 
the golf courses, things like that. It’s 
an incredibly wonderful game to play 
and you get to play with anybody, 
anytime, and you can be competitive 
with the handicap system. And I’m 
just glad I can still be out there and 
compete with my peers at this point.” 
Pavin has been playing on the PGA 


way I play the game is my 


Tour Champions (ever 50 Tour) for 
13 years now. I asked Pavin how his 
game had evolved since the prime of 
his career when he won 15 PGA Tour 
titles, competed on three Ryder Cup 


Teams and rose to number two in the 


world rankings in June 1996. 

“It’s different, but not a lot differ- 
ent,” explains Pavin. “I think my ball 
flight is a lot higher than it used to 
be. With these balls that don’t spin 
as much, you have to launch it higher, 
so I had to learn how to do that. I cer- 
tainly hit my driver a lot higher than I 
used to. I actually hit it further than I 


ever have, even at whatever age I’m at 


right now, which is 62, which anybody 
could look up. I hit it further than I 
ever have.” 

It amazes me that golfers are hitting 


their senior years. I-asked Pavin why 
he thought he was getting more dis- 
tance on the ball at the age of 62? 
“Well I think my swing has always 
been fairly fundamentally sound, even 
though it looks weird to some people, 


- but I’m certainly stronger than I ever 


have been. No doubt about that. I 


_think my swing is more efficient than 


it was my early years on tour. Equip- 
ment is a big factor, no doubt about 
it. But my. swing speed’s about the 
same as it was when I was 25. My club 
head speed’s the same thing. Hav-

ing said that, if I’m hitting it fave 
and my club head speed is the same, 
that means the equipment is better. 
It’s creating a longer shot. Everybody 


. takes advantage of it and everybody is © 


on the same playing field, and you just 
go out there and play, and compete as 
best you can.” 

Bernhard Langer, at 64 years of age, 


‘is still going strong. He notched his. 


43rd PGA Tour Champions win earlier 
in the year at the Chubb Classic and is 
only two wins away from tying Hale 
Irwin’s 45-win record on the PGA 
Tour Champions. In 2017, Langer won 
seven times on the Champions Tour! 
“He doesn’t look like he’s slowing 
down too much, but it’s amazing to 
watch him,” says Pavin about Langer. . 
“He’s very meticulous and goes about 
his business the same way. And he’s 
got a very solid swing and he’s putting 
well. He’s making lots of putts and he’s 
always been a great chipper. He is a 
solid golfer. He always has been.” 
Athletes are much more educated 
these days about staying in shape, 
about good nutrition and health. That 


~ has to be a big factor as to why golfers 


are hitting the ball further and seein 
as they age. 

“Yes,” agrees Pavin. “I think that’s 
definitely a big factor. You can go back 
even into the 60s when guys were get- 
ting older, even the ’80s. When Jack 
(Nicklaus) won The Masters at 46, 


_ everybody was shocked that he could 


‘the ball further and stronger well into . 


win. Anybody could win at that age. 
And now it doesn’t seem that old any- 
more. Phil just won the PGA at 50. Sol 
think youre seeing the careers lasting 
a lot longer because of conditioning, 
because of nutrition- Guys realize that 
there is a Champions Tour out there 
to play. So they’re taking care of their 
bodies a lot better so that when they 
do turn 50, they can play out on our 
tour. I think there’s a lot of reasons for 
it. Mostly, it’s just guys are in better 
shape, simple as that.”

A MOTHER’S HEARTBREAK 

I received this very painful email a 
couple of weeks ago. In our lives we 
yearn for clarity, for answers, for the 
truth. We all want to know definitively 
whether something did or didn’t hap- 
pen or whether someone did or didn’t 
say something that hurt us. The gray 
areas, particularly in the area of sexual 
abuse, cause confusion and turmoil 
and, at worst, can ultimately destroy 
relationships that are so precious to us. 


DEAR BEATTY, 

was married for eight years to John, 
a CEO of a major public company. We 
divorced when our daughter Saman- 
tha was 4 years old. A few years after 
the divorce, I met and married Robert, 
an attorney, who had been divorced 
for many years. He had three teenage 
daughters from his previous marriage, 
who lived with their mother in a near- 
by state. He visited them regularly. My 
daughter Samantha was 7. years old 
when I married Robert, and it seemed 
as if Robert and Samantha had a good 
relationship right from the beginning. 
Never once did I worry about Saman- 
tha’s relationship with Robert. Saman- 
tha and I had a very close relationship, 
and I always believed that we were 
able to talk about “everything.” When 
Samantha was 12 years old, John, 
my ex and his new wife moved to our 
area. I feel that we did a good job’ in 
co-parenting Samantha. The four of us 
even socialized together on occasion. 
Samantha did well in school, had a 
small but lovely group of friends, par- 
ticipated in sports and seemed to be 
a happy and healthy child. Naturally, 
there were the usual ups and downs. 


My Daughter Asks to See a 
Therapist 

In Samantha’s senior year of high 
school, she asked me whether she 
could see a therapist. I was surprised. 
However, in my daughter's private 
school world, many of the students 
had their own private therapists. I 
asked her pediatrician for a referral 
and Samantha began to see Dr. X. The 
doctor wanted to see me privately, and 
during our session, I told her how well 


Samantha was doing both at home and . 


at school. I never saw Dr. X again. 

My daughter saw her off and on for 
a couple of months prior to her gradu- 
ation. Samantha did not want to talk 


- about her therapy. And naturally, I re- 


spected her wishes. I will never forget 


the day when her father and I drove . 


her to her college in New York City. We 
dropped off a very excited and happy 
girl’— or so we thought. On Saman- 
tha’s first day of classes, there was 
the infamous 9/11 attack. 
Fortunately, she was safe. 
However, since that day, 
my daughter has never 
been the same. Although 
she finished her first year 

of college, she began to 
develop severe symptoms 
of depression and anxiety. 
The very happy and excited girl 

who we drove to college all but disap- 
peared. I assumed that the onset of 
her symptoms were as a result of the 
trauma of 9/11. : 

Samantha decided to take a year off 
from college and worked in a bakery. 
During this time, she continued to 
work with a therapist, and it seemed 
as if her mood was improving. In fact 
she re-enrolled at her college and was 
planning to return for her second year. 


The Dinner That Changed My. 


Life Forever 

One evening, Samantha and I went 
to our favorite Japanese restaurant 
and she told me that she had something 
important to tell me. I remember feel- 
ing frightened. She proceeded to tell 


me that Robert had sexually abused 
her on a few occasions over the years. I 
died a thousand deaths. And since that 
day, our relationship has never been 
the same. I immediately, confronted 
Robert, who appeared to be complete- 
ly taken aback by the accusations. He 
denied that anything ever happened 
and our “he said, she said” nightmare 
began. For years, I did everything pos- 


sible to try and get to the bottom of 
the situation. My daughter's story. 


never’ changed — nor did 

Robert's. My daughter has 
never forgiven me for not 
believing her and divorc- 
ing Robert. The fact is, I 
believed them both. 


Update: Robert died of 
cancer a couple of years ago. 
On his deathbed, I asked him 


~ whether he sexually abused Samantha. 


He said he did not. My daughter’s and 
my relationship. is lukewarm at best. 
At worst, months can go by, where she 
wants nothing to do with me. I have 
tried everything I can think of to try 
and improve our relationship. How- 
ever, the skeleton in the closet keeps 
us from making any real progress. 
Although Samantha has been work- 
ing with a therapist for many years, 
nothing has really changed between 
us. I am heartbroken. Can you give me 
some advice?

DEAR SUSAN, 
I cannot begin to imagine how dev- 
astated you must feel. I am so im- 


~ pressed with how much blood, sweat 


and tears you have put into trying to 


find out the truth and improve your 


relationship with Samantha. Studies 
show that false allegations happen in 
only about 6-10% of cases. The fact. 
is, whether Robert did or didn’t sexu- 
ally abuse Samantha is no longer the 
central issue. The real challenge is 
what to do to be able to improve your 
relationship with your daughter un- 
der these painful circumstances. You 


-were both victims in this very con-- 


fusing and painful situation. 1 hope 
this.is something that your daugh- 
ter’s therapist recognizes. The very

ennis Patrick Longwell, an active 
member of the community, pub- 


lished author and art history professor - 


from Sag Harbor, died in his sleep on 
April 24 at home with his wife by his 
side. He was 83. 

Longwell was born in Chicasa: Ili- 
nois in 1938.to two physician parents, 
Charles Longwell and Edna Mae Lon- 
gwell. A proud New Yorker by choice 
from the 1960s, he settled on the East 
End with his young family in 1983. 

He attended public schools in Her- 
rin, Illinois and graduated from Yale 
University in 1960 with a BA in phi- 
losophy. He earned an MA in film stud- 
ies from Northwestern University and 
an MFA in the history of photography 
from SUNY Buffalo University’s Visual 
Studies Workshop. He also completed 
coursework towards a Ph.D. in art his- 
tory from the Graduate Center of CUNY. 

He studied acting under Sanford 
Meisner at the Neighborhood Play- 
house in the 1960s and was co-author, 
with Meisner, of Sanford Meisner on 
Acting, a seminal work of acting in- 
struction that has been translated into 
Chinese, German, Danish, Italian and 


Spanish and has remained in print 
continuously since 1987. An accom- 


plished actor himself, as a young man ~ 


Longwell played the American Shake- 
speare Festival in Stratford, CT as well 
as the Great Lakes Shakespeare Festi- 
val alongside a teenage John Lithgow. 
While serving as Assistant Cura- 
tor of Photography at the Museum 


_ of Modern Art in New York he wrote 


the monograph Steichen: The Master 


_ Prints 1895-1914, the definitive book 


on the early photographs of Edward 
Steichen. His varied professional ca- 
reer also included work as a real estate 
agent and, in later life, as a Visiting 
Professor of Art History at Pratt In- 


stitute in Brooklyn, and an instructor . 
at The Graduate Center, and Parsons 


School of Design. 

Longwell was a longstanding parish- 
ioner of St. Ann’s Episcopal Church, 
Bridgehampton. An _ -enthusiastic 
avocational choral singer, he sang for 
many years with groups including the 
Choral Society of the Hamptons and 
New York Choral Society as well as the 
Riverside Choral Society. 


He was also active in politics and 


labor advocacy, serving as treasurer 


for Sag Harbor’s Common Sense Party, 
and as a member of the first contract 
bargaining committee for adjunct 
instructors at Parsons. He had met 


his life’s great love on a picket line, at 


MoMA, when he was dissuaded from 


crossing by a convincing registrar 


named Alicia Grant. For the near half 
century to come, they would be insepa- 
rable. He was a fixture of the East End 
arts community, faithfully accompa- 
nying his wife to events at the Parrish 


Art Museum, where she has — 


since the 1980s. 

He was happiest close to water, at 
Long Beach or Sagg Main Beach and 
under sail on Peconic Bay. He was 
an accomplished cook who loved ice 
cream and simple foods prepared well, 
none more than the summer bounty of 
our local farms. He was also a commit- 


‘ted member of the Sag Harbor meet- 


ings of the Friends of Bill W. His nearly 
40-year commitment to ‘prioritizing 


personal health and family welfare 


served as an inspiration to many. 
Longwell is survived by Alicia, his 


devoted wife of 46 years, and his two

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Montauk Homeowner Bill O’Reilly’s New 
Book ‘Killing the Killers’ Released May 3

ver the past four decades, there has been no in- 

dividual more identifiable or impactful in the 
American news media than Bill.O’Reilly. A dynamo 
with an authentic style of telling the stories that mat- 
ter most to America, his perspective is sought after 
by millions of viewers and listeners, who found their 
opinions on the day’s events with O’Reilly’s thoughts 
in mind. 

The American news media landscape is always 
changing, as is the way that Americans absorb and di- 
gest the news. While much has changed, O’Reilly has 
remained a constant on the television, radio airwaves, 
bookshelves, and now podcast and digital news arena. 

Some would argue that few people have had more 
of a foundational and transformative impact on the 
American political space than O’Reilly. For 20 years, at 
8 p.m. ET, O’Reilly reported and opined on the events 
of the day. With a brand that is now synonymous with 
his name, “No Spin,” O’Reilly has been a catalyst for 
the conservative movement as it exists today while re- 
maining distinctly independent, unafraid to disagree,

In 
1989, he joined the syndicated program Inside Edi- 
tion, where within weeks he became the show’s co- 
anchor, and. continued with a six-year tenure at the 
anchor’s desk. 

“I climbed the TV news ladder the hard way. There 
are no shortcuts if you’re from Levittown. I lived in ev- 
ery time zone: Dallas, Denver, Portland, Oregon. After 
five years on the road, WCBS, Channel 2 hired me to 


report for Jim Jensen and Roland Smith. That was my .

big break,” O’Reilly says. 

In i996, Fox News Channel 
launched. O’Reilly was wel- 
comed into the network to host 
his own primetime news pro- 
gram. It would be here where he 
would achieve his most notable 
accomplishments, broadcasting 


ning the new network’s first day. 
O'Reilly's show, The O’Reilly 
Factor, would quickly become | 
the most-viewed cable news 
broadcast in America. 

O’Reilly’s program would sit 
atop the cable news ratings for 
the next 16 years, where he be- 
came a pillar of the network and 
cable news industry alike. _ 

“They brought me on because 
I had a working-class, down- 
to-earth style. It worked, thank 
God. And I mean that literally. 
I actually designed The Factor 
while I was studying for a mas- 
ter’s degree in public administra- 
tion at Harvard,” O'Reilly says. 

Over his career, O'Reilly has 
interviewed the world’s most 
powerful individuals. He nabbed 
exclusive interviews with those 


-who affected Americans’ lives the most, including 


four presidents: Bill Clinton, George W. Bush, Barack 
Obama and Donald Trump. 

“The most impactful thing I did on TV was not a 
single interview or report. It was The Rumble in the 
Air-Conditioned Auditorium, an internet event with 
Jon Stewart. Seen worldwide, it proved two high- 


profile guys with opposing points of view could get~ 


along, make their points and have some laughs doing 
so,” says O'Reilly. 

Nowthe host of “No Spin News” and the Bill O'Reilly 
podcast, his thoughts still reach millions of listeners 
each and every day — sometimes, even, broadcasted 


from his seaside home in Montauk. News has changed, — 
though, O’Reilly says.
